For the 1938-39 term North York high school will enjoy a new setting. The 
architect’s drawing of the building now under construction at Seventh avenue and 
North Queen street appears above. The new building is scheduled for occupancy 
at the opening of schools next September. 


Although adequate in its day, the Wilson building, which was constructed in 
1914 and has housed the senior high school for the past twenty years, has been out- 
moded for modern secondary school purposes. 


The new building is of English Tudor design. It will contain seventeen class- 
room units which will house the junior and senior high schools under the 6-6 or- 
ganization. Most recent equipment for both traditional and vocational courses 
will be installed. 


This building became a reality thru a bond issue, passed by the borough citi- 
zenry, and a PWA grant issued by the federal government.
